LONDON, March 31.— 
RAF suffered a record

It was’ 
ieclhiably estimated that the RAF 
made 6.500 bomber sorties (ind1- 
vidual flights) over Germany in 
March with a.-loss of 4.6 per cent 
of the force sent out. 

Nor were the Germans able to 
turn back this latest thrust of the 
hig British Lancasters and Hali- 
faxes in a three-hour pitched bat- 
tle which raged alternately 
through clouds and bright patches 
of moonlight. 

2,240 TONS DROPPED 

The official description of the 
raid was in “very great strength”

Senator Richard B. Russell, of Georgia, has 
done ‘the nation and, more especially, the na- 
tion's children, a service by introducing a bill 
which would assist in providing a hot lunch tor 
every school child unable to pay for one. 

The hot lunch is nothing elaborate, being little more than a hot 
bowl of soup anda hot vegetable or so. It would cost a child not 
more than a dime, or, at inflated prices, perhaps 12 cents. 


; I hope Mr. Russell gets good support on his bill. It may be a 

good idea to drop him a letter and tell him you appreciate it. 

If there are any doubts about the advisability of the program, 

all I ask 1s that. you speak with the P.-T. A. officials of any dis- 
trict where there are poor children, rural or city. 

There will be some opposition to the bill. 

The rugged individualists, with pampered, well-fed children, 
become excessively annoyed at the idea of -a poor child getting 
a bit of hot lunch with government assistance. They never make 
themsel€®es quite clear.

Cassino is a German vietory cniy in a defensive sense. But that, 
from Dr. Goebbels’ point of view, is enough. For all of the time 
andyenergy the Allies have enploved in the effort to dislodge the

there. The road to Rome remains blocked and there is no telling 
when it will be opened. 

Yet the fighting at Cassino is only a tiny part of the entire 
military picture, 

While the Germans are holding at Cassino they are being driven 
back on the eastern front. They have lost Nikolayev, and Odessa 
is threatened. They have lost alimnost all of the Ukraine and their 
hold on the Balkans is threatened. The U-boat is a brceken in- 
strument. The Luftwaffe is a diminishing force which Goering 
haus to hoard carefully even at the expense of German cities marked 
out by Allied air power for destruction, 

In the face of this over-all situation, anything but encouraging 
for the Germans, it would hardly seem as if they could extract 
much comfart from Cassino. Yet this point can easily be over- 
stated, 


WE DID THE SAME In the days when we and our Allies in 

the war against Japan were being 
(driven back from pillar to post in the Pacific, the tendency if this 
country was to exaggerate minor victories into major achievements.

Such propaganda may temporarily reduce the fears of the 
Germans. But verbal assurances that an invasion cannot succeed 
are not enough. What the Germans want is proof. 

What has been happening in Cassino is not altogether satis- 
factory proof, even to the most wishful thinking of Germans. . 

It can be no secret, even to them, that the force the Allies have 
been employing in Italy is only a fraction of the total that will be 
employed in the coming invasion; that because of that invasion the 
Italian battlefield was long ago reduced to the status of a minor 
ficld of operations, so far as the Allies are concerned. 

For Dr. Goebbels and for the Germans, generally, Cassino 1s 
certainly better than nothing. 

It will be used by the Nazi propagandists not merely to point 
up the thesis that German defensive strength is formidable but 
| also as an argument to persuade the Germans that the Allies will 
| apply the “lesson” of Cassino to postpone an invasion. 

The Germans certainly want to believe that. They live in the 
hope that it will prove to be true and true indefinitely. Sooner or 
later they will be disillusioned on that score“afid when that happens 
| German morale may suffer a devastating blow. 
| The spectacle of Cassino feeds the waning fires of their hopes.

tion does not mark a political trend, or “a 
versal of a trend, anv>more than oné robin 
ao spring, but if is impossible to escape certain 
highly significant conclusions which may be reached after @¢xan 
ing the returns in the recent second Oklahoma congres nal 
trict, where the Democrats won in one of the most hotly contested 
elections held in several years. 

The district is normally Democratic hy a few thousand, ! 
has gone Republican several times in recent years In 1942, t 
last general election year, a Democrat carried it for congress 
a scant 385 majority. In the same election the Republican candi- 
date for the senate carried it by about 2,500 votes. 

President Roosevelt carried it by 8,702, votes against Wendell L. 
Willkie in 1940. Before that it had been won by Herbert Hoover 
in the 1928 presidential election by a majority.of 11,000. All of 
this by way of certifying the pivotal background of the district, 
which embraces the city of Muskogee and other populous areas of 
Oklahoma. 

When the present vacancy arose, due to the resignation of the 
former incumbent, Representative Jack Nichole, the Republhcans set 
out, taoth and toenail, to capture iftius a of confirming the 
GOP trend which has been in evidence the 1942 election*, 

The Republican national committee and the Republican 
gressional campaign committee poured money and nationally known 
suators into the district galore. For once, all local issues were swept 
aside. The contest turned entirely on national issues, with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the New Deal made the sole and only targe's 
of attack.

BARKLEY INTO FRAY Alarmed over the efforts of Rep he 


licans to) furn the election yi a 
repudiation of the national administration, Democrs et 
moment sent Senate Majority Leader Alben Barkley to Oklahoma 
to hold the district in line. He made a series of speeches in the 
district the week before the election. 

Condemning critics who scornfully denounce the New Deal, 
Senator Barkley told the Oklahomans that none of those who a-e 
hurling anathemas at the government program of the past 11 years 
had the courage or the good faith to tell the people which of the 
great legislative reforms accomplished they would undo. He res 
minded them that an outright effort was being made by the Re- 
publicans and Democratic soreheads to repudiate the national ad- 
‘ministration. | 

The people, after hearing the arguments on both sides, went to 
the polls. Unlike most of the other special elections that have 
been held since 1942, the turnout of voters was about normal for 
an off-year election, the total being approximately the same as that 
of two years ago. 

The Democratic candidate won by a majority of some 3,700, 
compared with the 385 majority by which the last Democratic con- 
gressman was elected there and the 2,500 majority which the dis- 
trict gave the Republican candidate for the senate in 1942. 

It was a decisive and clear-cut victory, tending to show that 
when the people turn cut for elections in anything approaching nor- 
mal numbers the President has lost none of his following in the 
country. 

This is borne out by a comparison of the percentages involved. 
In 1940, when more than twice as many votes were polled in the 
district, by virtue of its being a presidential election year, Mr. 
Roosevelt received 54.6 per cent of the total 
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In the recent special 
electien the Democratic candidate received 54.4 per cent of the tota.. 
Since the President and thé New Deal were the sole issues on 
the election, it may be saidthat Mr. Roosevelt has slipped exact'y 
two-tenths of 1 per cent in his following during the post four years
